ELEECTIONS. 


The Liberal Conservative Assvviniion 
of Calgary have called a meeting to be 
held in the Odd Fellow's Hall, over the 
Henan office on Saturday evening, the 
12th instant, for the transaction of im- 
portant business. We presume that 
part of that business will be to consider 


the propriety of holding a convention of 
the Conservatives ot Calgary district. 


If such a convention is called, it will of 


course be mainly for the selection of two 
candidates to run for the assembly, at the 
approaching election, The ‘Territories 
are taking a step forward in the direction 


of self government, though in our 


opinion they are not being permitted to 
go as tar in that direction as would have 
been productive of the welfare and ad- 
vancement of the Territories, however 
that may be, there cannot be much alter- 


ation mede now, in the powers and pri- 


vileges granted the Territories, and the 


best thing to do is to get what changes 


in the bill we can and then make the 
best use wecanof it. If good use is 


made of the powers grantea by the pre- 
sent bill, probably mcreased powers may 
be granted at the next session of the Ut- 
tawa prrliament. A convention ct the 
Conservative Association of Calgary dis- 
trict, would not be so difficult to get to- 
gether as was the last Liberal Conserva- 
tive convention that was held to select a 
man to run for the House of Commons, 
when delegates had to be got together 


from all over Alberta. As the division 


of Alberta now stands lor the legislative 
assembly, of course Edmonton and Mac- 
leod will each make their own nomi- 
nations. The advantages of holding a 
convention are obvious, one of the princi- 


pal advantages being that the selection 


of candidates is likely to be a better se~ 
lection than if it were left to a local asso- 
ciation. For instance if Calgary made a 


selection of two candidates they would 


most likely both be Calgary men, who 
might or might not be the best men that 
could be chosen in the pistrict, even if 


they were the best men who could be got 


to run, the voters living outside of Cal- 


gary would have just reason to complain 
when expected to vote for men whom 
they had no say in nominating. There 
is time enough to get a convention to- 
gether tomake a choice of candidates, 
but if anything can be done in the way 
of getting the bill amended before it be- 
comes law, or any attempt is going to be 
made to get it amended, it would not do 
to wait fora convention to meet before 
making representations to Ottawa, The 
local association must meet and act vigo- 
rously. Perhaps the most important
